Acting on a favorable report of 
the swimming pool committee the 
Antioch Lions club Monday evening 
decided to go ahead with the proj- 
ect. 

President Norman Jedele said he 
would enlarge the -present commit- 
tee to 12 members In setting up -a 
committee for action. 

The report of Chairman G. W. 
Jensen showed that 80 per cent of 
the replies received thus far indi- 
cate a- favorable opinion as to the 
value and need for the outdoor 
pool for Antioch township. 

'More than 60 per cent of the re- 
plies indicate an investment or 
probable investment in bonds," said 
Jensen. 

The survey committee reported 
that the indicated Investment in 
bonds totaled $24,500. 

President Jedele said that no total 
for the drive can be set at this time, 
but that the committee would Im- 
mediately study costs, and decide on 
the size of .the pool, after which a 
drive will be organized to sell 
sufficient revenue bonds to con- 
struct the pooJ. 

The committee said that valuable 
lstance was given by the Antioch 
Township High School commercial 
classes in typing the file 'cards and 
addressing the envelopes. . The card 
index contained 4,200 active perma- 
nent, semi-permanent, and summer 
residents and this took considerable 
time and effort * 

Helpful service was given by 
Postmaster Roy Kufalk who check- 
ed each card for accuracy as to de- 
tails such as spelling of names and 
proper addresses, the committee 
said.

We Americans assume that retail stores will 
have whatever we want whenever we want It — and 
priced at a figure that reflects the potent force of 
free competition. Our superb mass distribution sys- 
tem has been a major factor in boosting our living 
standards. 

Things are very different, however, in those 
countries where private enterprise has been outlawed, 
along with anything resembling competition as we 
know it. - : 

In August, 19S3, Russia's ex-premier, Malenkov, 
announced ' that the government was "now fully in 
a position to increase the production of consumer 
goods." This was great news to the Russian peo- 
ple, who had been living at subsistence standards. 

Some 18 months later the program was still a 
flat failure. A United Press correspondent Tcportcd 
"The Russian people are going to have to keep on 
waiting for those . . . things the Soviet government 
promised them." 

Now, it appears, that waiting period will be 
prolonged indeed. The new Premier, Bulganin, 
who followed the ousted Malenkov, has denounced 
the emphasis on consumer industry in strong terms, 
and declared that everything must be given to ex- 
pansion of heavy industry. 

Thus it goes, when the states bosses everything. 
Maybe we should stop taking free enterprise and 
its abundance — as exemplified by retailing — for 
granted. Maybe we should think more about the 
syslem that makes it possible.

Lost: The Grunt! 

"Nothing Is Lost But the Grunt" is the title of 
an article in the Bulletin for Medical Research. It 
deals with the dependence of the medical and phar- 
maceutical professions on the cooperation of meal 
packers in carefully saving and processing glands and 
other organs which are used in the manufacture of 
medicines. 

This work has been going on for about 70 years. 
Back in the 80's the first medical item was salvaged 
from an animal' carcass. It was a hog stomach, 
which was used as a source of pepsin, then a popular 
stomachic. 

Today the list is a long one. Bone marrow finds 
a use in treating various blood disorders. Fibrin 
foam from beef ■ bkiod controls bleeding during sur- 
gery. Sheep gut is the commonest medical suture. 
Beef and hog extracts are employed in cases of perni- 
cious anemia. Beef and pork pancreas are the sole 
source of therapeutic insulin. ACTH from hogs is 
now widely used in -the treatment of arthritis and 
asthma. Actually, according to Medical Research, 
every animal organ or gland lias its medical by- 
product — many of which are still in the experimental 



stage. 

Some packers ship the glands and organs to the 
pharmaceutical houses.

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Europeans Discover 
True Freedom 
In New World 

TUREN, Venezuela — In what 
was Impenetrable jungle less than 
' ten years ago, some 500 Euro- 
peans arc discovering what free* 
dom means it\ the New World. 

Jaguars roam the nearby for- 
ests, but the Europeans live In 
modern concrete homes with bath 
and running, water. Their children 
go to an up-to-date, school and hos- 
pital and dental services arc free. 

In Europe, few if any had farms 
of Iholr own. Many were refugees 
from German and Russian prison 
camps. Practically all arrived In 
Venezuela with little more than 
the clothes on their backs, 

But today they are on the road 
to prosperity. About one-fourth of 
them have already paid back 
loans from the Venezuelan govern- 
ment and arc putting money In 
the bank. 

They raise two crops a year on 
the virgin soil. Beans, com, rice, 
sesame (for oil) and other crops 
find an immediate sale at good 
prices. 

The Venezuelan government 
staked the families to homes, ma- 
chinery, seed — even food — In a 
move to increase agricultural pro- 
duction. The government cleared 
the land and built a modern town. 

Farms average around 112 acres 
each. 

Living together with the Euro- 
peans In Turen are 300-odd Vene- 
zuelan families who previously 
had no farms of their own. The 
government's policy is to create 
8 nation of farm-owners and Vene- 
zuela has founded more than SO 
colonies similar to Turen In other 
parts of the country. 

Parents Can Add 
To Delinquency 

ST. LOUIS— Parents who fear 
atomic warfare contribute to juve- 
nile delinquency, Dr. Daniel L. 
Secklnger told the Southern Med- 
ical Association. 

Dr. Seckinger, public-health di- 
rector for the District of Colum- 
bia, admitted there are other con- 
tributing factors such as malad- 
justed homes, substandard health, 
welfare, and recreational condi- 
tions, but said "The atomic blasts, 
aggression overseas, the threat of 
war, the (military) draft, the fa- 
cility of mobility, and other fac- 
tors have tended to accentuate our 
national problem No. 1. 

"This threat Is reflected In the 
anxieties and uncertainties of par- 
ents who In turn Impart them to 

their children." 

He added that we have become 
the "first generation in history 
which, we can realistically say, is 
living under the threat of total an- 
nihilation . . . and in this period 
of uncertainty and aggression it is 
exceedingly difficult to influence 
our junior citizens to exert control 
over their aggressive behavior."

In Mechanized 
America, Some 
Just Walk for Fun 

WASHINGTON — The modern 
American walks less than most of 
the world's Inhabitants, but some 
walkers these days are folks who 
do It for pure fun. 

Recently a Navy officer stepped 
oil 13 miles from one end of Man- 
hattan to the other, the final lap 
in a 502-mile jaunt over every 
street on the island. 

Average for the American male, 
(21 through 65) however, is about 
9 miles a day. Women go a bit 
further, doing about 10 miles per 
day. The high school student hoofs 
16 miles, the policeman pads 18 
and the waiter 13. 

A number of Americans have 
journeyed afoot coast-to-coast In 
informal odysseys. John F. (Iron 
Legs) Stahl trudged 10,000 miles 
over Central America, Mexico and 
the United States as a hobby. He 
did 13 miles a day usually, one 
day 32. 

In 1950-51 a woman pushed her 
ion, B. and a cat in a wheelbar- 
row from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
Los Angeles in 13 months. One 
man, 52, pulled a 350-pound wagon 
through 44 states while wearing 
out 19 pairs of shoes. 

Possibly the most publicized hike 
was Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas' 189-mlle. 8-day 
tramp along the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal from Cumberland, 
Md., to Washington with eight 
companions last year. 



USS Pennsylvania 
Bell on Display 

STATE COLLEGE, Pa.— The 
bell of the battleship, the USS 
Pennsylvania, the Grand Old 
Lady of the fleet, will be located 
on the campus of the Pennsyl- 
vania State University. 

Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the Navy Department 
to loan the bell to the University 
on a permanent basis. It will be 
mounted by the University on a 
pedestal where "it will reflect 
glory on the Navy, the State for 
which It Is named, and the gal- 
lant battleship herself." 

The 33,100-ton Pennsylvania was 
commissioned in 1916 as one of 
the first two oil-burning battle- 
ships. She was not allowed to join 
the forces seeking out the Ger- 
man Navy In World War I be- 
cause only coal-burning dread, 
naughts were used, there being 
no tankers available to carry 
fuel. 

During World War II, however, 
the Pennsylvania which had 
served since 1916 as the flagship 
for the Navy was In the fight from 
the beginning. Sitting in drydock 
at Pearl Harbor, she was one of 
the first ships to open Are on the 
Japanese planes and was one of 
three battleships in the harbor to 
escape serious damage. 



72- Year-Old Proves 
That He Was Born 

SAN ANTONIO— An elderly man 
visited the local offices of the So- 
cial Security Administration to 
ask about a pension, saying he 
was 72 years old, or thereabouts. 

Personnel checked records and 
agreed he was covered and eligi- 
ble, but there was the formality 
of establishing his age. 

Did he have a birth certificate? 
No— they didn't issue them in 
1882. 

An old family record— a bap- 
tismal certificate or an entry In a 
Bible? No. 

As a sort of last resort, officials 
asked "Any close relatives who 
would remember your birth?" 

"Sure," replied the applicant. 
"My pappy," 

He got the pension. 

The father's age was estimated 
at 100. 



Two-Thirds Fatal 
Accidents Occur 
At Legal Speeds 

MINNEAPOLIS — While exces- 
sive speed is well-known as a 
killer, research by a national life 
insurance company shows that 
two-thirds of our fatal accidents 
occur at legal or slower speeds. 

Exceeding the speed limit was 
Involved In one out of every six 
fatal accidents In 1953. "Driving 
too fast for the circumstances, 
but without exceeding a posted 
limit" accounted for another one- 
sixth of all fatal accidents. Thus, 
traveling at 20 miles an hour 
through a situation where you 
should creep at five or ten can 
be as dangerous as doing 80 on 
the open highway, and is just as 
Illegal In some areas. 

Reckless speed kills thousands, 
and must be curbed — but the 
other deadly "sins"— ignoring the 
other fellow's right-of-way, crowd- 
ing over the center line, ignoring 
traffic controls, etc., accounted 
for approximately 22 per cent of 
fatal accidents in 1953. 

While "drunk" driving was 
charged in only six per cent of 
fatal accidents, another 12 per 
cent of drivers involved in fatal 
accidents had been drinking to 
some extent. 

Unmarked patrol cars have 
made undermanned police forces 
much more effective in detecting 
and discouraging driver offenses. 
Motion picture cameras offer a 
promising new scientific weapon 
for "nailing" many bad violators. 
The knowledge that such "gadg- 
ets"arc on the prowl in unmarked 
cars provides a powerful deterrent 
to the reckless or hoggish driver. 



Majority of Aged 
Have Good Eyesight 

NEW YORK — Although time 
does take a decided toll of vision, 
less than 15 per cent of all the 
aged Americans have such serious 
visual Impairment as to interfere 
with normal activities. 

Most octogenarians whose eyes 
give no evidence of disease have 
only about half of the normal vis- 
ual acuity. Their loss of sharp 
sight is attributed to chemical 
changes or changes In tissue struc- 
ture. 

As eyes age, their lenses devel- 
op opacities — cataracts, that is — 
which interfere with the passage 
of light rays through them. It's be- 
lieved that anyone who lives long 
enough will eventually have cata- 
racts, but many people never 
reach the state of marked visual 

obstruction. In cases where sur- 
gery Is advisable, modern science 
Is highly successful in restoring 
vision. 



Japan Has Taken Lead 
In Selling Frog Legs 

WASHINGTON — Selling frog 
legs, whether from pond • raised 
specimens or jumbo jumpers 
taken from the bayou country, Is 
not the big business it once was 
in the United States, 

Frog hunters once ranged the 
marshes rimming the Great Lakes 
and Louisiana's bayou country, 
and Florida's Everglades, but 
prosperity has lured the hunters 
elsewhere and most of today's 
marketed frogs began their lives as 
tadpoles In a Japanese hatchery. 

Japan is the only country in 
the world where frog farming has 
been a financial success. The 
Japanese solved the problem of 
providing enough food -on -the - 
wing. The frog has utter scorn for 
motionless food and will feed upon 
things that move. 

Japanese frog farmers burn 
glaring lights over their paddies 
at night, attracting clouds of in- 
sects. Shallow trays loaded with 
silkworm cocoons also are floated 
on the frog-stocked fields; when 
the trays rock, the frogs snap up 
the moving pupae. 



German Drum Corps 
Plays Ancient Theme* 

HEIDELBERG, Germany— Mod- 
ern visitors to Heidelberg may 
think they have been transported 
back to the Middle Ages when they 
hear the medieval fanfares and 
see the costumed drum corps or- 
ganized in the university city. 

The twenty members, playing 
old drums and long medieval horns 
from which hang banners embroi- 
dered with the lion of Heidelberg, 
wear authentic lansquenet uni- 
forms — black and yellow coats 
with slit balloon sleeves and baggy 
striped trousers. 

The corps is sponsored by the 
Perkeo Society which is dedicated 
to the preservation of old cus- 
toms and is named for the famous 
dwarf who guarded the huge wine 
case in Heidelberg Castle.
